A wise Son maketh a glad father

One day, vears ago, after it had become 
apparent that I wasn't going to grow to a 
very imposing height, my father reassured me 
by quoting the old Sicihan proverb, The $hort 
tree bears good fruit; cut the tall tree at the 
roots. My brother Jimmy, who was 10 years 
older and a foot taller than I, betrayed 
apprehension at this, s0 my mother thought to 
calm him with another proverb. The tall one 
for his presence, the. Short one for his 
wisdom. It was my grandfather who 
prevented Jimmy from dissolving into tears. 
He complimented him with a third Sicilian 
proverb. The hairy man is fortunate. At the 
time. my brother was already Shaving every 
other day. 


The meaning of these proverbs was fairly 
clear. But a more typical saying went, King 
Solomon, for all his Sapience, died without 
asSistance. When 1 asked my grandfather to 
explam that one, he lold me, The ancients 
Said, Things there are, but we are not obliged 


to helieve them.” That was the most quoted 
Sicihan proverb of all. 


What the ancients probably meant was Qhat 
the Sicihan beliefs in witchcraft, ghosts, and 
evil omens were not sanctioned by the 
eccleslastical authorities. In our corner of the 
new world, this pronouncement served a% an 
all-purpose comment on eyerything from 
Small pleasures to major catastrophes. My 
grandmother, particularly, repeated it several 
times a day. 


The ancients had their biggest moment in 
our East Harlem railroad flat at 3 o'clock one 
morning, a few minutes after an attempted 
robbery. A noise in the kitchen had awakened 
my grandfather, who leaped from under the 
covers, grabbed the wood-chopping hatchet he 
kept under his cot, and gave chase. When, 
nightshirt flying, he bounded onto the fire 
eSCcape, ready to chop the would-be X Ohber 
down to size, he found no one there. T & was

very odd, because our fire escape had no 
opening in it, and no ladder.

«Not necessarily in this country,” my father 
broke in. 


At that critical point, I came to my 
grandfather's defense. I had heard the com- 
motion that preceded his bawling reveille, I 
Said. My grandmother fixed me with a be- 
trayed look. She asked how any burglar could 
disappear from a fire escape Such as ours. 


*Things there are, but we are not obliged 
to believe them,'' I said. She nodded 
thoughtfully, or maybe just sleepily, and went 
back to bed.
